400 PCT.; SHORTAGE 
LIKELY TO END SOON 


Housewives were advised today 
by a St. Louis spice broker not 
to buy black pepper, which 
jumped as high as 400 per cent 
above its price two years ago, 
until expected shipments from 
southeast Asia end a temporary 
shortage in the next few weeks. 

The broker said the standard 
one-and-one-half-ounce can of 
black pepper that sold for 15 
cents two years ago now is priced 
as high as 65 cents. He said he 
had seen only a few cases in the 
last week where it was sold at 
39 cents and none lower than 
that. 

“The big jump came right after 
the outbreak of the Korean war,” 
he said. “We were all cleaned 
out in a matter of days. This is 
a man-made, hoarders’ shortage. 
We are advising all our custom- 
ers to wait for a price drop, be- 
cause we are expecting some fair-

SAYS. SETTLEMENT 
MUST PREVENT 


ANY NEW INVASION 


Major Policy Statement 
Denies Designs on 
Country As Military 
Base, As Russia Has 
Charged. 


LAKE SUCCESS, N. v., Aug. 18 
(AP)—The United Nations Se- 
curity Council last night heard a 
United States demand that any 
Korean settlement provide for a 
unified, ‘ndependent country. 
Later the Council adjourned un- 
til Tuesday. 

Chief United States Delegate 
Warren Austin made his country’s 
major policy statement at yester- 
day’s public session. The meeting 
was preceded by a private session 
at which Council members tried 
again in vain to break the pro- 
cedural blockade imposed by their 
Russian president, Jacob A. Malik. 

Austin said the primary U.N. 
objective in Korea must be cessa- 
tion of hostilities. But “the Ko- 
rean people expect that when 
their Gethsemane has passed they 
will all have the right to freedom 
and unity,” he deelared. 

Silent on Entering North Korea. 

Austin’s statement did not stip- 
ulate whether the United States 
thinks U.N. forces should go be- 
yond the thirty-eighth parallel to 
conquer the North Korean invad- 
ers of South, Korea. It refrained 
also from knuckle blows at the 
Russian role in North Korea and 
contented itself with an appeal to 
the Soviet Union to use’ its influ- 
ence to end the conflict. * 
In a brief reply Malik made 
new assertions.that the United

Fear that has shadowed a half 
million hearts here exploded in 
panic today as a mass exodus be- 
gan from this besieged city. 

For several hours chaos ruled 
the streets of this refugee-swol- 
len provisional capital of South 
Korea. The ‘civilian populace was 
swept by hysteria. From the air 
the exits leading south looked 
like clogged lanes of frightened 
ants. 

The story of this flight of an 
entire city can best be told by 
telling what happened to one 
household.

As the Red army slashed closer 
down the Seoul-Taejon-Taegu 
road unease increased in the city.

Reports spread that the Com- 
munists had @&cretly armed and 
would rise up in à riot of blood- 
shed and pillage against repub- 
lican sympathizers whenever the 
Red troops reached the outskirts.

Last night truckloads of grin- 
ing South Korean recruits rushed 
toward the front happily singing 
what Americans call eir No 
Lose Face” song.

A North Korean regiment had 
smashed down from the north to 
within 12 miles of Taegu just a 
few hours before. And the rookies 
were happy at the chance to live 
up to their song.

Six enemy shells cracked 
into the city, killing at least four 
persons and hitting a locomotive 
tender in a rail yard. 

By daylight hundreds of refu- 
gees were streaming out and in 
midmorning the Provisional Gov- 
ernment ordered all non-essential 
civilians to leave.

The stories of heroic deeds by 
two St. Louisans, one an Army 
doctor, the other an infantry lieu- 
tenant, were told today in dis- 
patches from the battle front in 
Korea. 

Capt. Purdue L. Gould, chief 
surgeon of a mobile surgical bos- 
pital, was photographed perform- 
ing an emergency operation on a 
captured North Korean soldier. 

In a recertt letter to his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Edwin M. Gould, 
7118 Greenway avenue, Beverly 
Hills, he said the unit had per- 
formed 480 major surgical opera- 
tions in 21 days, with only 11 
deaths. 

“We arrived at Pusan July 6 
and moved the next day to Tae- 
on,” he wrote. “We left there in 
a big hurry just two hours ahead 
of the enemy.” At the time he 
wrote, the unit’s 10 doctors, 12 
nurses and 95 enlisted mens were 
at Taegu. 

“Yesterday we were visited by 
no less than General MacArthur, 
and as chief surgeon I had to 
how him around,” he wrote. 
Capt. Gould, 26 years old, 
graduated from Southwest High 
School and from Washington Uni- 
versity School of Medicine in 
1948. He was commissioned a first 
lieutenant in the United States 
Reserve Army Medical Corps in 
November 1948 and was sent to 
Japan in August 1949.

increasing Social Security cover- 
age and boosting benefits as much 
as 100 per cent is finally ready 
for presidential action. 

The Senate sent the measure to 
the White House late yesterday 
by a voice vote of approval during 
which no dissents were heard.

The House previously had adopt- 
ed 374 to 1 the compromise meas- 
ure, worked out in a Senate-House 
conference. 

Although the bill falls well short 
of what President Truman had 
recommended, and contains fea- 
tures he regards as objectionable, 
it was expected he would sign it. 


Chairman George Dem.), Geor- 
gia, of the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee called the bill perhaps the 
most important to come before 
Congress during the two years at 
the eighty-first session. The meas- 
ure also got strong backing from 
Senator Millikin of Colorado, 
ranking Republican member of 
the committee. 


Extension of Coverage. 


The bill would extend coverage 
to. 10,000,000 additional persons, 
bringing to about 45,000,000 the 
total under the Social Security 
program. Truman had recom- 
mended extension to 20,000,000. 


Social Security payroll taxes 
would be more than doubled over 
the next 20 years, or from $2,- 

000,000 annually to about $7,- 

000,000 in 1970. 

The expanded benefits are 
scheduled to start within the next 
45 days when the 3,000,000 per- 
sons now receiving benefits be- 
cause of petirement or as sur- 
vivors of insured persons will get 
an averdge of $46 a month, in- 
stead of the present $26. For a 
family, the maximum benefit will 
be hiked from $85 to $150 a 
month. . 

The bill would bring into the 
program 5,000,000 self-employed 
persons such as certain salesmen, 
grocers and bakers; 1,000,000 do- 


mestic servants and 650,000 farm 2 PH 


workers. 
Optional Coverage. 

It offers optional coverage to 
about 1,400,000 state and city gov- 
ernment employes, 60,000 em- 
ployes of non-profit organizations, 
and 50,000 workers for publicly 
owned transit systems. 

Housewives and farmers must 
pay payroll taxes for the domestic 
workers and farm workers 
brought into the program. 

The tax rate is scheduled to 
climb beginning in 1954 The 
present 1% per cent payroll tax 
on employes’ pay and employers’ 
payroll will go to 2 per cent on 
each at that time. It will jump to 
2% per cent in 1960; to 3 per cent 
in 1965, and to 3% per cent on 
each in 1970. 

The tax in the future will be 
on the first $3600 of a worker's 
pay, instead of the first $3000 as 
now. The maximum annual tax 
under the present rates would 
jump from $45 to $54. ) 

The Senate Public Works Com- 
mittee — acting in accord with 
President Truman’s request — 
today tut $120,000,000 from a fed- 
eral highway aid bill. 

Chairman Chavez (Dem.), New 
Mexico, announced that the group

Says Change Next Week 
Will Add Up to 2 Min- 
utes to Spacing Be- 
tween Coaches. 


Eleven bus runs will be cut 
next week from the Union, Lee, 
Walnut Park and Taylor lines, 
causing an increase in headway, 
or time between busses, of a half 
minute to two minutes at peak 
periods, a Public Service Co. 
spokesman said today. 

The reduction in number of 
busses operating is part of a pro- 
cess of “tailoring of service 
which goes on constantly,” the 
spokesman said. One run will be 
cut from the Union line, two 
from the Lee, five from Walnut 
Park and two from Taylor. One 
relief run serving the four lines 
also will be cut. 

The spokesman pointed out 
that, while the Walnut Park line 
will suffer a five-run cut, ser- 
vice actually will be improved 
west of Riverview boulevard, 
with a reduction in headway from 
20 to 12 minutes.

Meanwhile, Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle declared yesterday that a 
“tempest is approaching” in Eu- 
rope and that the Korean war is 
the forewarning. 

Urges Own Defense. 

In a statement, the wartime 

Free French leader urged French- 
men to take the defense of their 
country into their own hands 
without waiting for the organiza- 
tion of collective European se- 
curity such as Winston Churchill 
has demanded in the Council of 
Europe. 
De Gaulle asserted that France 
should immediately set up 15 per- 
manent divisions, make 40 more 
ready for mobilization and organ- 
ize certain interior armies ready 
for the immediate defense and se- 
curity of France. He said the 
ground army should be covered 
by 5000 aircraft. 

De Gaulle expressed the view 
the United States would contrib- 
ute “massive assistance” against 
the threat of a Russian. invasion 
only if France proved that it is 
the main force capable of “‘hold- 
ing the Atlantic bridgehead.” 

France should direct continen- 
tal defense, he said, because it is 
the main strategic force in 
Europe. 

Assails “Go Slow” Groups. 

In Strasbourg, meanwhile, Paul 
Reynaud of France delivered a 
slashing attack on “go slow” 
groups in the European Consulta- 
tive Assembly—the lower house of 
the unofficial Parliament of West- 
ern Europe now in session here. 

He clashed with William Norton 
of Ireland, who said that leaders 
‘who go too far too fast will soon 
find no one marching behind 
them. 

Reynaud was especially bitter 
toward the Council of Europe's 
Committee of Ministers, which has 
pigeon-holed thus far most of the 
Assembly's moves for greater Eu- 
ropean unity. 

“Before we leave,” said Rey- 
naud, “we must take a solemn 
obligation to refuse our confidence 
to governments which do not sup-

He was extremely du- 
bious of the loyalty of his own 
troops and had a personal platoon 
of 40 handpicked men, who were 
quartered in the immediate area 
of his billet guarding the regi- 
ment's ammunition supply The 
commander was openly fearful 
that the ammunition might dis- 
appear in the dark of the night, 
to be used ultimately against the 
South Korean forces. 

At first the South Koreans were

to the Security Council of the United Nations, assumed the dual 
role (for August) of chairman of the Council, the first thing he did 
was to make an arbitrary ruling that Dr. Tsiang, head of the Chinese 
Nationalist delegation, should be unseated in favor of a Chinese 
Communist delegation. On the same issue, Malik had walked out 


of the Council last January. 


The walkout ended in defeat, 
and so did the arbitrary ruling 
which was voted down by fellow 
Council members. The result is 
that the learned little doctor 
keeps his seat and takes every 
opportunity to lecture Malik on 
his boorishness and Soviet Rus- 
sia on its hypocritical imperial- 
ism. 


Chairman Malik, in his upside- 
down, Alice-in-Wonderland man- 
ner, has almost daily been ac- 
cusing the United States of ag- 
gression in Korea and denounc- 
ing what he calls Anglo-American 
imperialism while picturing his 
own vast empire as being totally 
peace-loving and unselfish. 


Facts of Imperialism. 

But now Comrade Malik has 
been told that the facts about 
imperialism in Asia run this way: 

1. European imperialism in 
Asia consisted of ocean devils and 
land devils. Russia was (and is) 
the arch land devil. 

2. Soviet Russia blames the 
Korean intervention on Wall 
street, But the Russians pioneered 
in aggression long before Wall 
Street existed. 

3. The United States notably 
has been the bright exception to 
rugged imperialism in the Far 
East. 

4. In World War II the United 
States gave the most aid to China 
and asked nothing in return. 

5. If that be imperialism, the 
Russians should follow the exam- 
ple of the United States. 

6. One ewes alone continues 
the imperialistic exploitation of 
Asia and that power is the Soviet 
Union. 


The facts of life concerning 
impe old and new, were 
laid before Chairman Malik and 
the entire Security Couneil by 
the persistent Dr. Tsiang whe de- 


Burly Russian, Fragile Chinese. 

They are quite a contrast, Jacob 
Malik and Tingfu Tsiang. The 
barrel-chested, keg-necked Rus- 
sian sits there with arms folded, 
the very picture of physical power 
who could crush the fragile Chi- 
nese with one blow of his fist. 
Against his wishes, the burly Rus- 
sian has to listen to an adversary 
who is so tiny that little of him 
appears above the table; who ap- 
pears to be all head and no body. 

Dr. Tsiang knows his history. 
He was educated in his own coun- 
try and in the United States 
where he received his .doctor’s 
degree in history from Columbia 
University. 

And he knows his Russians, too. 
He served as ambassador to Rus- 
sia during 1936-38. 

Discussing ocean devils and 
land devils, Dr. Tsiang reminded 
Chairman Malik: 

“Many European countries par- 
ticipated in the imperialistic ex- 
ploitation of Asia. The imperial- 
ists came to Asia by two routes: 
one country came over land while 
all the others came over the sea. 

“We in China divide these im- 
perialists into two categories: the 
ocean devils and the land devils. 
Among the powers which came 
over the seas were, in the first 
place, Spain and Portugal; then 
came The Netherlands, Great 
Britain. and France; still later 
came Germany and Italy. The 
one country which came to ex- 
ploit and conquer Asia over land 
was Russia. 

No Wall Street Then. 

“These imperial powers had a 
variety of politics and economy. 

“Capitalism as we know it to- 
day had little to do with im- 
perialism. In those centuries if 
there was any capitalism in Eu- 
rope, it was the mild form of com- 
mercial capitalism in Western Eu- 


rope. 

“Wall Streets did not exist then. 
Russia, which took such a promi- 
nent part in that imperialism, had 
not even evoived to the stage of 
commercial capitalism. Russia in 
the sixteenth, seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries was a coun- 
try of agriculture based 
on the labor of serfs. Clear toward 
the end of czarist regime, Russia, 
far from being a capitalist coun- 
try, depended on .capital from

“As to imperialism in the Far 
East, the United States is notable 
for being the bright exception to 
the general rule. 

U. S. Aid in War on Japan. 
“During the recent war against 
the Japanese aggression in the 
Far East, the United States gave 
to my country more substantial 
aid than any of the other allies. 
At the end of the war, the United 
States did not ask of China any 
port, railway or mine con@ssion 
whatsoever. The Americon troops 
simply said goodby to us and re- 
turned to their homes in New 
York, Texas or wherever they 
might be. 

“If that should be imperialism, 
I wish the Soviet Union would 
follow the example of the United 
States. 

“The one country that penetrat- 
ed Asia overland was Russia, and 
Russia, as shown even in elemen- 
tary school textbooks, .got the 
lion’s share fh Central Asia and in 
Siberia.”

Hit 
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Objectives In Korea 


Wars so often fail to settle international is- 


sues because people are prone to forget their 


objectives. This can be true even of those who 
fight only against aggression. Naturally enough, 
they begin to think of counter-invasions, of doing 
a thorough job, of cooking the aggressor’s goose 
once and for ail. 

Is Washington drifting into such a mood in 
its thinking about Korea? Ambassador Warren 
Austin told the Security Council Thursday that 
creation of a ‘unified and independent Korea 
must be a peace objective, and that hostilities 
must be ended in such a manner that no oppor- 
tunity is provided for another attempt at in- 
vasion. 

A day earlier, Ernie Hill's apparently inspired 
story from Lake Success declared: “The United 
States is convinced at this time that United Na- 
tions forces must be geared to overrun Commu- 
nist North Korea and do a thorough job of unit- 
ing the peninsula under one government.” 

Restoration of the thirty-eighth parallel, ac-: 
cording to Mr. Hill, would be acceptable to 
Washington only if the North Koreans fold up 
in the next week or two. After that, he says 
Washington will ask the U.N. to carry the fight- 
ing all the way up the peninsula. Hostilities 
would be followed by a general election in all 
Korea. 

lf there is any substance to this outline, it 
goes pretty far for a Government accused of 
having no long-range plan for Korea. Certainly, 
it goes beyond the U.N. cease fire order which 
is based on the thirty-eighth parallel. Yet Mr. 
Hill has only spelled out what has been hinted 
around the Pentagon in tones well above a whis- 
per. Military men have been saying that a stop 


at the thirty-eighth parallel would not be real- 


istic.” 

Is the White House or the State Department 
now seeking an expression of public opinion in 
support of a “realistic” course? If so, attention 
had better be centered on a few sharp points: 

First, American forces are in Korea to enforce 
a ‘U.N. decision. Changing conditions could 
change its terms. But no change should be 
lightly undertaken and none should be under- 
taken unilaterally. The Communists would im- 
mediately cite it as positive proof that the 
Americans are the aggressors in Korea, that the 
U.N. banner is a mere screen. 

Second, the Russian and Chinese Communists 
might seize the crossing of the thirty-eighth 
parallel as justification for direct’ intervention. 
The crossing of that line could be the signal for 
World War III. 

Third, marching into North Korea might be 
marching into a trap. It could lead to our ig- 
volvement in the vastnesses of Asia while Russia 
marched into Western Europe. 

Quite aside from these sinister possibilities, 
would it be wise to hold an election in Korea 
immediately after fighting across the country? 
Military victory is not an automatic guarantee 
of democratic order. Suppose the Communists 
won in the voting? As an alternative, would we 
be willing to repeat on a larger scale our expe- 
rience with Syngman Rhee in South Korea? 
Would the U.N. stand for that? Would India 
and other Asiatic nations retain any respect for 
our idealistic protestations? 

Granted, a stop at the thirty-eighth parallel 
would not settle all aspects of the Korean prob- 
lem. Yet it ought to provide an epportunity 
for the U.N. to work out a solution. It would 
mark the end of an eminently justified police 
action. It would demonstrate the utter absence 
of imperialistic designs. It would give the lie 
to Communist propaganda, and it would furnish 
the basis for dn effective counter-propaganda. 

A program of limited objectives may not 
promise a quick clean-up of the whole mess. 
But unlimited objectives might lead to a worse 
mess. Perhaps it is time to realize that world 
powers have always had to deal with some 
“question” or other. Perhaps we must learn 
that world leadership does not demand ability 
to put out the fire under every kettle, but skill 
to keep the kettles from boiling over.

Should State’s Attorney Warner Wall of Pu- 
laski county, in Southern Illinois, be disbarred 
from the practice of law?

Baumhoff writes that Public Service Co. is “far 
The firm is able to pay the re- 

troactive T-cent hourly pay increase recom- 

mended by a state public hearing panel. 

Yet the company is defying the work of this 
panel under the King-Thompson Act, and the 
State is doing nothing to enforce the recom- 
mendation. The union, under state seizure 
of the utility system, has lost its right to strike. 
The employes have not won even the modest 
increase recommended for them. 

The Public Service Co. contends that it cannot 
grant the wage increase without virtually wiping 
out profits and a fair return to its stockholders, 
unless it wins a fare increase. This is the nub 
of the question. 

Which comes first—the pay increase or a fare 
increase? 

The company may well have a strong case for 
reasonable fare adjustments. But it is not a 
case arising under the King-Thompson labor law. 
It is not a case for state mediation officials. 

If the Public Service Co. seeks a fare increase, 
it must do so before the Missouri Public Service 


Commission. The company can hardly prove a 


need for more revenue unless it heeds the public 


panel's recommendation and grants the pay in- 


crease. And it now has the funds to do so. 

The Public Service Co. should recognize the 
spirit of the King-Thompson law and meet its 
obligations to its employes and to the State. 
Otherwise the State should compel the company 
to do so.

Strength of our stand in Korea does not carry over to Formosa 
and Indochina; President urged to define a policy based on neu- 
tralization of those strategic areas, with renunciation of any 
political aims and emphasis upon resistance to armed aggression.

The American position in Korea is im- 
proving steadily, both in a military and 
in a political sense. Our position else- 
where in the Orient and particularly in 
Formosa nevertheless remains precarious, 
both militarily and politically. In these cir- 
cumstances, it seems to us that a compre- 
hensive restatement of American policy as 
to all Asia might be a means of using our 
strong position in Korea to pull ourselves 
out of our weak positions in Formosa and 
Indochina espetially.

THE WILDERNESS I$ YOURS, by Rose Thurburn. (Wil- 
liam Merrow & Co. 23! pgs. $2.75. 
As the world becomes smaller and 
smaller, and the large powers divide it up 
into their own spheres, it becomes increas- 
ingly difficult for the smaller countries to 
determine their own destinies. Such des- 
tinies are controlled in larger countries, 
by men who sit in bureaus and think in 
terms of expediency and of furthering 
their own careers. “The Wilderness Is 
Yours” deals with such a situation. It is 
the story of a republic, unnamed, and its 
relationship to a smali backward country, 
caught in a great war and torn with its 
own internal dissension.

DISPUTE DELAYS 
MAIDEN VOYAGE OF 
FRANCE’S LIBERTE 


LE HAVRE, France, Aug. 18 
(UP)—The trans-Atlantic luxury 
liner Liberte headed for South- 
ampton and New York today on 
its maiden voyage after a labor 
dispute delayed the sailing last 
night for six hours. 


The 48,850-ton Liberte, third 
largest liner in the world and 
formerly the German Europa, car- 
ried 1009 passengers. 

Scheduled to sail at 4 p.m. (10 
a.m. St. Louis time), the Liberte 
was delayed by a wage dispute 
between its officers and those of 
other French line ships and the 
French Ministry of Merchant Ma- 
rine. 

It was the Liberte’s first voyage 
since it was rebuilt completely. 
The big ship broke its moorings 
here during a storm in Decem- 
ber 1946, crashed into a sub- 
merged hulk and sank. It was 
refloated &nd reconditioned at a 
cost of $19,500,000. 

That was about what it cost 
the Germans to build the ship 
before World War II. The French 
got the ship as part of war repar- 
ations.

jsumption of the Virgin Mary 
which is to be proclaimed by 
Pope Pius XII on Nov. 10. 


A joint statement issued by the 
two ranking prelates of the 
Church of England—the Rev. Dr. 
Geoffrey F. Fisher, Archbishop of 
Canterbury, and the Rev. Dr. 
Cyril F. Garbett, Archbishop of 
York—said the new dogma has 
“gravely injured the growth of 
understanding between Chris- 
tians.“ 

The dogma, which holds that 

the Virgin Mary is in heaven not 
only in soul but also in body, is 
described by the two archbishops |z 
as an “act to increase dogmatic 
differences in Christendom.” 
“We must at once state pub- 
licly that the-Church of England 
does not and cannot hold this 
doctrine to be a necessary part 
of the Catholic faith, belief in 
which may be req uired of mem- 
bers of the Church, the Anglican 
prelates said. “There is not 
the smallest evidence in the Scrip- 
tures or in the teaching of the 
early church of belief” in the 
doctrine of bodily assumption. 

The Church of England, the 

statement adds, “refuses to re- 
gard as requisite for a saving 
faith any doctrines or opinions 
which are not plainly contained 
in the Scriptures.”

TAPERING OFF, BANK 
REPORT INDICATES 


An indication that “scare buy- 
ing” is tapering off in the Eighth 
Federal Reserve District, which 
includes St. Louis, was contained 
today in a report by the’ Federal 
Reserve Bank here. A similar 
condition has been found in other 
parts of the United States, the 
Associated Press reported. 

St. Louis, with an increase of 
13 per cent over the same period 
in 1949, had the smallest gain in 
department store sales in the dis- 
trict last week. The average gain 
for the previous four-week period 
here was 28 per cent. 

Sales in the district were up 
17 per cent, but this was less than 
half as large as the increase for 
the previous four-week period. 
Gains reported in other principal 
cities in the district were: Louis- 
ville, 26 per cent: Memphis, 23, 
and Little Rock, 17.

Any inten- 
tions she might have had from 
the time she drew up the will in 
July 1940 until she changed her 
mind as noted were never part 
of the will, and thus the society 
could not be said to have been 
cut out of her will, Witsma indi- 
cated.

United States officials general- 
ly oppose Winston Churchill's 
idea of a common defense minis- 
try for Western Europe, prefer- 
ring to work through the Atlantic 
pact toward an allied general 
staff. 

It will be time enough to name 
a supreme commander, a highly 
placed official said, after the staff 
is organized and knows that it 
can count upon an allied force in 
being or in an advanced stage of 
training with adequate arms 


Counting on 4 Billions. 

The primary American aim 
now is to persuade Western 
Europe’ to do more for itself. 
Military officials hope that the 
four billion dollars in additional 
arms aid funds which Congress 
has been asked to vote will go 
far toward stepping up Europe’s 
arms production. So far, military 
assistance funds have been used 
primarily to send arms from 
United States stockpiles to Eu- 


rope. 

One officer put the United 
States view bluntly when he said 
that “France, for example, ought 
to realize that she has got to put 
more of her productive energy 
into armament and less, if neces- 
sary, into turning out costly per- 
fumes.” 

United States defense officials 
ascribe French sensitivity about 
its security in part to the recol- 
lection of what happened to it at 
the outset of World War II.

man. The whites are made responsible for 
much of the Arizona warfare of 1870-72, and 
a gang of them even break the peace by am- 

a bushing Cochise and Jeffords and killing 
Jeffords’s Indian bride. But Cochise insists on keeping his 
word, making everything peaceful out in Arizona except for 
a character named Geronimo and his braves. The story 
brushes him off as a dissident minority. Bet the U. S. Cavalry 
wishes it could have, too. 

This, I am afraid, is not another “Vanishing American,” 
although it is a better than average Western, if that is a rec- 
ommendation. There is a staginess about the script in spite 
of all the vast surroundings so beautifully caught by the 
Technicolor camera. The cards are stacked here just as much 
in favor of the redskins as they usually are for the whites. 
When the script gets into Indian talk, the language has to 
become stilted, as if all Indians talked like Senators on the 
floor of Congress.

Performers at Farmington Hospital 


Show New Interest in Life as Result of 
Program—They Get Lots of Fan Mail

OR 18 years the woman we 
5 shall identify only as Nellie 

had sat in a rocking chair at 
the State Mental Hospital at 
Farmington, rocking back and 
forth and staring off into space. 
Her illness had long since been 
diagnosed as schizophrenia. She 
was almost completely withdrawn 
from reality, and efforts to draw 
her out had been futile. 

Today Nellie is a “radio star.” 
Each Saturday afternoon she gets 
herself dressed up, pins a brightly 
colored handkerchief to the shoul- 
der of her dress, puts some pow- 
der on her face, goes down to the 
broadcasting studio in the hos- 
pital administration building, and 
plays for her hundreds of fans in 

t. Francois and surrounding 
counties. Hers is a responsive 
audience and she gets many tele- 
phone calls and postcards from 
her listeners. 

Nellie, who is more than 60 
years old, and who had been con- 
sidered incurable, is a good ex- 
ample of what musical therapy, as 
practiced at Hospital Number 
Four at Farmington, is doing for 
many patients—not only the per- 
formers, but the non-participating 
inmates as well. 

While musical therapy is still 
comparatively new in the treat- 
ment of mental illness, it has be- 
come fairly universal in mental 
hospitals and the Farmington hos- 
pital is no pioneer in its use. This 
hospital, however, has gone a 
step farther than the others, and 
so far as is known it is the first 
hospital in the country to present 
a regular weekly radio program 
in which every performer, with 
the exception of the announcer 
and one speaker, is a mentally ill 
patient from within the walls of 
the institution.

T had been months since Nellie 

had responded to anything, and 

although it had been said she 
had once been an excellent pian- 
ist no one seemed to know 
whether she could actually play a 
piano or not. 

When they were getting up a 
hospital talent show, out of which 
grew the radio program, someone 
thought of Nellie. 

“They brought her in and sat 
her down at the piano,” says Dr. 
J. A. Brennan, a staff physician, 
“and she started playing auto- 
matically. At first she would lean 
over with her nose almost touch- 
ing the music, and we thought 
she was studying the music. Then 
it occurred to us that it had been 
years since Nellie had tried to 
read anything, and that she 
needed proper glasses. When we 


had her fitted with bifocals, the 


trouble disappeared. Little by 
little her old talent seemed to 
come back to her.“ 

Nellie is a short, heavy woman 
with big features and a 


and she looks like anything but a 
pianist. But when she starts to 
play her fingers fly over the key- 
board, and she plays both popu- 
lar and classical music with equal 
facility and hardly a glance at 
the music. 

“The change in Nellie is dra- 
matic,” says Dr. Brennan. “She 
seems to be aware of people and 
what is going on around her, and 
she even carries on some conver- 
sation, something she hadn't 
been able to do for years. Al- 
though her manner at the piano 
seems stolid and emotionless, she 
smiles with pride when people 
compliment her on her playing. 
She has taken a new interest 
in her appearance. For the first 
time in 18 years she has shown 
improvement.” 

Another star on the program 
is Frank, a handsome young man 
with the face and build of a 
matinee idol. Frank, who is in 
his early twenties, has been in 
and out of the Farmington hos- 
pital since he was 15. He is a 
manic-depressive, and showed 
little response to treatment until 
he was introduced to musical 
therapy. So enthusiastic was his 
response that he not only ap- 
peared on the programs, but 
helped organize them. He is an 
excellent pianist and has a good 
tenor voice. His improvement 
was so marked and so rapid that 
he was leaving the hospital. 

Still another case was that of 
a former music teacher who, like 
Frank, didn’t respond to treat- 
ment. She showed no improve- 
ment whatever until she was in- 
troduced to the musical program. 
Her improvement then was so 
rapid that she was sent home, 
pronounced cured, within a few 
months. 

The idea of a radio program, 
it was explained by A. E. Powers, 
business manager of the hospital, 
grew out of hospital talent shows 
which were held from time to 
time as a form of both musical 
and occupational therapy. On one 
occasion the program was broad- 
cast over Station KREI at Farm- 
ington and the reception was so 
good it was decided to make it a 


highest “Hooper” rating of any 
program on the station. People 
all over St. Francois and sur- 
rounding counties, and even as 
far away as St. Louis listen to 
it. And letters and telephone 
calls have proved that it’s pop- 
ularity lies in the fact that it’s a 
pretty darn good show.
